tary officer, deployments often become 
routine,” he said. “The key, I think, is 
to make sure that soldiers are properly 
trained and prepared for what they 
will face, and to make every effort to 
take care of soldiers once deployed.

“You concentrate on the basics, an 
adequate place for soldiers to eat and 
sleep, and to ensure that they take care 
of themselves as well as their families 
back home. The young men and wom- 
en we have today in the military are 
probably the most professional as well 
as the most dedicated group of Ameri- 
cans you will find.” 


Col, Deyermond has been comman- 
der of the 29th since June, 1994. 

Normally, he said, the 29th is 
responsible for “providing logistics 
support to all U.S. forces stationed in 
Europe.” The 29th provides support 


through air-drop operations, explosive 
ordnance disposal, the purification and 
distribution of water, and by providing 
ammunition, supplies, maintenance 
and transportation. 


“The 29th is unique in that it is the 
only deployable Support Group of its 
kind stationed in Germany,” said Col. 
Deyermond. “The group operates the 
largest logistics complex of its kind 
located outside of the United States.” 

Once all of the United State’s forces 
have entered Bosnia, the 29th will 
remain in- Hungary and provide “logis- 
tics sustainment” for the United States 
soldiers in Bosnia until the mission is 
completed, Col. Deyermond said the 
operation is expected to last 12 months. 


Until American forces are inside 
Bosnia, however, Col. Deyermond said 
the 29th “will be responsible for all 
logistics operations at the airbase in 
Hungary (where soldiers will pass 
through on their way to Bosnia), Some 


elements of the 29th such as explosive 
ordnance disposal experts will deploy 
directly into Bosnia.” 

The 29th Support Group has been 
involved with the support of several 
peacekeeping and humanitarian opera- 
tions in recent years. In Rwanda, the 
29th was responsible for purifying and 
distributing water in support of the 
United Nations operation dubbed “Sup- 
port Hope.” 

Because the majority of his troops 
were involved with final preparations 
for their deployment, Col. Deyermond 
said most of the 29th could not attend 
President Clinton’s recent address to 
the troops in Germany. 


There was national media interest 
in his group’s efforts over the weekend. 
Dan Rather, CBS anchorman, was in 
one of his subordinate battalions, the 
191st Ordnance Battalion, Dec. 8; and 
CNN reported on the arrival of his 
advance party to Hungary’s Taszar 
Airbase Dec. 9, said Col. Deyermond.

thing. It’s solid as a rock. A 12-year-old can 
climb on it and get inside,” Mr. Hayes said.

employees and six firefighters or oth- 
ers who responded to the scene. Sever- 
al mill employees were seriously 
burned, some critically. Andover resi- 
dent Brian Beasley, 27, of North Street, 
was critically injured with smoke- 
inhalation and burns, and is in 
Brigham and Women’s Hospital in 
Boston. His family didn’t want to talk 
with the press yesterday. 

An estimated 1,400 people are tem- 
porarily out of work. 

“Temporary is the key,” Hadley Pol- 
let, a spokesperson for the company, 
said Wednesday. Ms. Pollet said the 
company will rebuild in the Lawrence 
area. 

A furniture stripping and refinish- 
ing building two blocks away from the 
fire was also gutted after embers from 
the mill set it on fire. One house was 
also heavily damaged by fire and sever- 
al other buildings suffered minor dam- 
age from small fires caused by the 
blowing embers. 

Explosions and fire 

Andover firefighters were called to 
the scene just after 10:30 p.m. and 
arrived about 11, said Lt. Connors. 

“We brought our pumper, Engine 3, 
from West Station,” he said Tuesday 
morning, only about an hour after leav- 
ing the scene. “We were assigned to 
Chase Street, on the northwest part of 
the complex.” 

With him were firefighters Edward 
“Mickey” Connor and William Valen- 
tine. 

“What we did is drafted out of the 
Spicket River,” the lieutenant said. 

Their assignment was to run their 
three-inch lines to the Spicket River, 
then connect them to a Lawrence 
snorkel truck, or ladder truck, and 
pump water through the snorkel onto 
the fire. They were abutting the New 
Building, the last to be engulfed by the 
flames. It was totally destroyed. 

“As a matter of fact, it collapsed,” Lt. 
Connors said. “We probably lost some 
hose length due to the buildings col- 
lapsing on them. 

“There were intermittent explo- 
sions,” which he understood were bar- 
rels of dye, he said. “They were just 
dropping and exploding,” flames were 
shooting out and up. “It was unbeliev- 
able, it really was. With all that heat, 
parts of the building just kept crum- 
bling before your eyes. 

“IT never worked anything like this 
before,” the lieutenant said. 

He compared it to the fire that gut- 
ted several buildings on Main Street in 
Haverhill a few years ago, “but not 
with the intensity of this. This was on a 
grand scale.” 

Other fires were starting across 
Route 28, Broadway, because of the 
wind carrying embers and the incredi- 
ble heat, the lieutenant said. 

“The wind was strong. It was just 
carrying everything. When the flames 
were shooting up, they were 50 or 60 
feet in the air,” he guessed. When he 
heard others described the flames as 
hundreds of feet, he said that was more

likely. “They were really high. 

“Exposures were what they wanted 
to save, buildings adjacent to the fire 
building,” he said. “That became a pri- 
ority. Because the building itself was 
gone. There was no possibility of sav- 
ing that building.” 

For the most part, they were suc- 
cessful, he said. In other sections, there 
were firefighters fighting exposure 
fires started by the mill fire. 

“Tt just kept moving.” 

Icy cold 

Along with the wind, the tempera- 
ture also was a factor. 

“Very cold, very cold. Everything 
was freezing up. The elements were 
against us,” Lt. Connors said. “It was 
so cold, a lot of the hose froze. 

“There was so much activity in the 
beginning that you didn’t have time to 
be cold or you weren’t cold.” 

Then in the early morning hours, by 
3:30 a.m., “It was really just pouring 
water onto the rubble.” 

“The water is like frozen on the 
facade of the building,” he said. The 
streets were full of ice. “It’s like a skat- 
ing rink.” 

The greatest danger they faced was 
that the building would collapse on 
them, he said. 

The Chase Street side of the building 
did collapse onto and bury some of 
their hose. 

They disconnected that line and 
reconnected to another ladder truck. 

“We were out there all night. We 
were relieved about 8:15 — 8:30 this 
morning,” the lieutenant said. 

Lt. Connors and his crew were 
relieved by Lt. Richard J. Hartman, 
and firefighters George P. Thomson 
and John S. Ronan Tuesday morning, 
who then spent much of the day on the 
scene pumping water and packing up 
the frozen equipment. 

“To get the effect, you really should 
take a ride over to see what it is. It real- 
ly is hard to visualize,” Lt. Connors 
said. “It was pretty hairy.” 

Andover ambulance went 


The Andover Fire Department also 
had an ambulance on the scene of the 
fire Monday night. 

“They transported, I believe, three 
people — made a couple of runs to the 
hospital,” Deputy Chief James R. 
Lynch said Tuesday morning. 

Firefighters Don E. Hinckley and 
Mark Conlon were on the ambulance, 
with Firefighter Conlon attending to 
the injured. 

“They said it was really bad,” Fire- 
fighter Robert Stabile said Tuesday 
morning. “Their patients were really 
badly burned - third-degree burns 
from the waist up” on one of them: sec- 
ond-degree burns on another. They 
took their patients to Holy Family Hos- 
pital. 

Police response 

“We had two officers there from our 
working shift, and the tactical unit was 
activated,” Lt. Richard Enos said of the 
Andover Police Department’s role in 
the mill fire. 

Officer Ed Higginbottom and Rick 
Edson, members of the region’s tactical 
force, assisted in evacuating residents 
from the area and crowd control. 
according to Lt. Enos. Officers William 
Canane and Randall Peterson also 
worked the scene, assisting with crowd 
and traffic control, he said.

The fire that engulfed Marland 
Mills in flames and Merrimack Val- 
ley residents with concern for their 
neighbors Monday night has some 
people wondering what precautions 
are being taken to prevent this type 
of disaster from happening again — 
particularly at the former Marland 
Mills in Andover where developers 
are planning an assisted-living hous- 
ing complex for elderly residents. 

The former Marland site in 
Andover, on Stevens Street, will be 
renamed Marland Place and contain 
more than 120 assisted living units. 

Italo Visco, the project manager 
for Marland Place, said that although 
there can be chemical problems at 
some mills, in general, “They’re actn- 
ally one of the safest types of con- 
struction with heavy timbers being 
fire resistant.

employees back to work. We do not yet 
have an estimate of the total damage, 
but the company is completely and 
amply insured,” Mr, Feuerstein said. 

“The cause of the fire is unknown at 
this time. Although a substantial 
amount of our manufacturing capacity 
was destroyed, we retain the ability to 
produce significant quantities of our 
Polartec and Polarfleece fabrics. A 
number of our facilities were undan- 
aged and we hope to begin producing 
fabric shortly. None of our record keep- 
ing, order trafficking or customer files 
were destroyed. Most of our finished 
goods storage areas were spared, and 
appear not to have suffered from 
smoke damage. Customers will be noti- 
jed by the end of the week if there will 
be any delay in our ability to meet 
shipment commitments,” the state- 
ment said. 

“Facilities that were not affected in 
Lawrence include our headquarters 
building, power plant, water treatment 
facility, Van Brodie building ahd 
Glenn Street building. In addition, 
manufacturing sites in Bridgton, 
Maine, and Hudson, N.H., have not 
been affected. Most of the equipment in 
our new Polartec finishing plant is 
operational. These facilities also pro- 
vide us flexible space to quickly recon- 
struct parts of our operation.” 

Mr. Feuerstein said Malden Mills 
has already begun planning to rebuild 
the factories in Lawrence, Hadley Pol- 
let, a spokesperson for the company, 
said Wednesday morning that the com- 
pany will definitely rebuild in Greater 
Lawrence, although it is not certain if 
it will be on the same site. 

There was some talk this week that 
the company may, at least temporarily, 
use some of the space vacated by Hon- 
eywell/Bull in the Wood Mill in 
Lawrence, but Ms. Pollet could not con- 
firm that. 
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Reaching out 
to the fire 
victims 


It happened on the coldest day of 
the year. One of the largest employ- 
ers in this area, Malden Mills, 
burned. 

Thousands of people are out in the 

cold, wondering if they still will have 
jobs. Lawrence has been hit once 
again. One woman told us, “I don’t 
think the city’s ever going to recov- 
er.” 
“An Andover resident who works 
in Lawrence said, “I have two broth- 
ers-in-law who work at Malden 
Mills. They’re management so they 
weren’t there during the fire, but 
they don’t know about their jobs.” 

Andover is reaching out to its 
neighbor. This community sent 
some police and firefighters to the 
scene Monday night and Tuesday. 

And now Louis P. Minicucci Jr., 
chairman of the board of the Merri- 
mack Valley Chamber of Commerce, 
has announced that the Chamber 
has established the Merrimack Val- 
ley Chamber of Commerce Malden 
Mills Employee Relief Fund to assist 
those employees of Malden Mills 
who were hit by the fire.

Superintendent Neal 
dismayed by headline 


Editor, Townsman: 

I was dismayed and shocked to read 
the headline on the front page of last 
Thursday’s Townsman indicating that 
I had said Andover may need an over- 
ride to support the FY’97 school bud- 
get. This was neither said nor implied 
by any statement that I have made rela- 
tive to the budget. 

At a meeting earlier in that week of 
the selectmen, School Committee and 
Finance Committee at which the bud- 
get model for Andover was the agenda, 
I did indicate that preliminary work on 
the school department budget was 
approaching $29,500,000 or a 10.5 per- 
cent increase over the current budget. 
This was put on the table at this time to 
both alert the three boards that the 
needs of the school department contin- 
ue to grow and that the need would be 
greater than usual. I emphasized at 
that meeting, and again to Neil Fater, 
Townsman reporter, that this was only 
a preliminary figure and that much 
more work was to be done before a 
school department budget was final- 
ized, 

In so presenting this early warning 
of the budget dilemma facing the town, 
I indicated that several major items 
were causing the budget problem. 
First, of course, is the continued 
growth in the number of children 
attending school in Andover and the 
expectation that reasonable class sizes 
and current programs will be main- 
tained. Second, special needs costs are 
running considerably ahead of the cur- 
rent budget due to unanticipated out- 
side placements and required services 
for students. This fact has been 
brought to the attention of all three 
boards in the past months. These costs, 
plus other anticipated needs in this 
area, must. be factored into the FY’97 
budget. Third, added classroom space 
at the South School and the anticipated 
availability of expanded spaces at the 
Sanborn School and Andover High 
School will add costs of utilities, heat 
and custodial help to the budget. And 
fourth, support for the technology infu- 
sion initiative will require additional 
expenditures of funds both for next 
year as well as for the future in order 
that staff and curriculum development 
be continued and to insure that equip- 
ment is maintained.

While it is true that the preliminary 
budget figure indicates growth that is 
larger than normal, the headline on 
page one, and re-emphasized on page 
40, is not only misleading but entirely 
false. To print that I said that an over- 
ride was either possible or necessary 
simply is not true. The preliminary 
budget is only a starting point for dis- 
cussions with and consideration by the 
School Committee in the weeks that 
follow. 

To your credit, I must say that I 
received a call from the editor apologiz- 
ing for the “sloppy work” of the news- 
paper in so reporting and acknowledg- 
ing the fact that I never said what was 
attributed to me. Unfortunately, the 
paper had already been printed and 
circulated. I can only hope that the citi- 
zens of Andover take the time to find 
out the facts before accepting what 
appears in the newspaper as true.

Logo requirements 
make task difficult

The article in the Dec. 7 Townsman 
contains the solution to the problem in 
its title: “Whither the AHS Warrior? 
Up in the air.” 

No wonder the Andover High School 
Logo Study Committee has gotten 
nowhere in the five months since the 
Indian on its logo was banished; the 
requirements for the new logo seem 
impossible: That there be no Indian on 
it, but that it retain the words “Golden 
Warrior” and retain the blue and gold 
school colors, but that it depict an 
inanimate object! 

Warriors are animate, but not gold. 
But what inanimate object is blue and 
gold? Phillips Academy’s logo shows 
bees around a beehive (designed by 
Paul Revere) that are not inanimate, 
but are golden warriors. An inanimate 
peace pipe wouldn’t symbolize war- 
riors, Indian or non-Indian. The 
Wampanoags’ proposal for a new Com-

(based on Cyrus Dallin’s sculpture) 
retains the Indian and has him holding 
a peace pipe instead of the bow and 
arrow. There’s a difference of opinion 
on this subject even among Indians. 
Claude M. Fuess’s idea for the spine 
and title page of his history book, 
based on the Andover Town Seal (the 
original of which was designed by J. E. 
Whiting), to show the Indian holding a 
peace pipe instead of the six-pound bag, 
and to show an eagle in the sky (drawn 
by Rudolph Ruzicka) appropriately 
placed directly behind the feathers, is a 
good idea, but it includes an animate 
Indian and eagle. 

The critic who objected to the eagle 
feathers on the war bonnet of the excel- 
lent AHS Indian logo (designed by Ed 
Parker) because eagle feathers were 
traditionally, and still are, awarded to 
Indians for outstanding achievements, 
sees the AHS logo as diminishing the 
Indians’ achievements. But other crit- 
ics see it diminishing the eagles, But 
the first critic emphasized that all 
opinions on this subject should be 
heard before a final conclusion is 
agreed upon. 

The local Massachusetts Indians 
wore only one or two feathers on the 
top-back of their heads, except possibly 
for their king, or Great Sachem, Cut- 
shamache, as depicted on the Andover 
town seal, whose name was also spelled 
Cutshamaquin, which seems to mean 
“Many Feathers,” and, possibly it cor- 
rectly depicts him wearing a full West- 
ern headdress. In my opinion the mosa- 
ic version of this (designed by Perley F. 
Gilbert), in the front vestibule of the 
old Town House, is a work of art and 
should be used as the model for all oth- 
er versions, but that’s only one man’s 
opinion. 

How about a non-controversial, but 
inspiring, empty circle, the most per- 
fect of all shapes, as suggested by the 
heading of the Townsman article (writ- 
ten by Neil Fater), in blue to symbolize 
the metaphysical dimension and 
human aspiration to wisdom, and with 
the AHS lettering, for class rings, etc., 
encircling it in gold?

“We're not in a more hazardous situation 
because we’re reusing a mill building,” he 
said. “We're essentially meeting the require- 
ments of a new building.” 


Kaija Gilmore, Andover’s building inspec- 
tor, said Marland Place will have to meet a 
separate state code for assisted-living elderly 
housing that is over and above the normal 
state building code. 

But while Ms. Gilmore’s department will 
make sure the new Marland Place meets all 
the established fire and building codes, there 
are some things beyond community develop- 
ment officials’ control, she said. 


For instance, dealing with oil-saturated 
floors that are common in old mill buildings 
is up to the private developer’s discretion. 

“It’s not the job of the building department 
to do that,” said Ms. Gilmore. “There’s noth- 
ing we can do over and above state laws. 

“What contributed to the accident in 
Methuen (oil-saturated floors) is something 
which we would not be looking for at all,” she 
said. 

Mr. Visco said Marland Place workers will 
cover the floors with a thin layer of gypsum 
(used in plaster of Paris) concrete and cover 
the walls with the standard gypsum wall 
boards used in houses, “so effectively all the

combustible materials will be 
covered.” 

Although it is not her respon- 
sibility to check such things, Ms. 
Gilmore said she did not believe 
the Marland Place site contained 
the same sort: of highly- 
flammable conditions found at 
the Methuen mill. 


“These buildings to my 
knowledge don’t have the same 
level of saturation” in the floor 


boards, said Ms. Gilmore. “At 
the Stevens Street site nothing 
was found, to my knowledge, 
that would have been high-haz- 
ard.” 

Mr. Visco said workers will 
install a new boiler and a new 
sprinkler system inside the 
building. “The building is not 
reusing any of its original equip- 
ment,” he said. “From a safety 
point of view, it’s a brand new 
building.”

They asked him to give them some 
time to check it out and to come back 
that afternoon. They learned the 
account had been opened with a 
check for $10,000, and that several 
checks had been drawn against that 
account, even though the original 
deposit check had bounced. They 
also were fairly sure the deposit slip 
for the $600,000 was forged. Mr. Nie- 
mann didn’t come back Tuesday, but 
did return on Wednesday morning. 
Police were called, questioned him, 
and he allegedly admitted to the 
forgery, according to Sgt. Winters. 

“Tt was a photo copy, not an origi- 
nal,” the sergeant said. “He very 
cleverly changed the slip to 
$600,000.”

TO THE CITIZENS OF ANDOVER FROM DELOURY CONSTRUCTION 


Deloury Construction believes it is time to respond to the 
article that appeared in the Andover Townsman on 
November 30, 1995, entitled, “Court orders Deloury To 
Stop.” There are always two sides to every story. Our side 
of the story has never been fully explained in the local 
newspapers, but since the judge made his decision and it 
was reported in great detail, we feel now would be an 
appropriate time to respond. 


The Impact of the Decision 

Yes, the plaintiffs won their appeal of our special permit 
and Judge Ford has ordered that we close down the impor- 
tant recycling facility. Over 540 contractors will be negative- 
ly impacted by this decision. These contractors are the very 
same people that reconstruct your driveways, chimneys. 

“ porches, patios, pool decks sidewalks, roads, bridges, and 
garages. The decision to close our recycling facility will 
impact not only Deloury Construction,. but the residents of 
Andover and 80 other communities. Contractors will now 
have to look for other recycling facilities that accept the 
same specifications of material that we did. 

We provided a public service to the residents Andover to 
dispose of their brick, asphalt and concrete, free of charge. 
We charged contractors a nominal fee to dispose of it here 
because there are very few recycling facilities in this state 
that accept the same specified material that we did. So 
what are these contractors going to do now? What 

expense are the homeowners going to incur now that 6 
people didn’t want us in their “neighborhood”? The impact 
affects hundreds of people. The judge said in his decision, 
Deloury, it seems to me, has a greater capacity to bear the 
loss, because he can presumably shift his operation to 
another site. If there are expenses involved in doing so, he 
will be able to pass them on to his customers, and to the 
extent that they are doing work for municipalities, the 
increased cost will then be born by the public at large as a 
cost of doing business.” 


The Complaints 
(Noise, Dust, and Water Contamination) 
The complaints about noise, dust, and water contamination 
were addressed by Deloury Construction. We hired one of 
Andover's well-respected sound engineers, Mr. Dyer Carroll 
from Carroll Engineering. He consulted with us and advised 
a number of things we could do to minimize any noise 
emanating from our recycling facility. We spent thousands 
of dollars building a berm so that noise would be kept from 
going over to the private homes on Lowell Jct. Road. We 
bought trees and had them planted along Ballardvale 
Street to block the view of the recycling operation. Carroll 
Engineering conducted sound tests along with the DEP and 
the Board of Health and found that the noise level from our 
recycling facility increased 3 decibels higher than normal 
«background noise on Lowell Jct. Road. The DEP standard 
and the Board of Health standard allow for an increase of 
10 decibels above background noise. One of the reasons 
we went before the ZBA November 2, 1995 was to change 
one of the conditions they had in our Special Permit 
#2340. The ZBA required the reading of 0 dB over back- 
ground noise on Lowell Jct. Road while the Board of Health 
allowed for an increase of 10 dB over background noise. 
We wanted to bring both the ZBA and the Board of Health 
in line with each other to conform to DEP standards. 
The judge said in his decision speaking of the plaintiffs, “| 
find their testimony to be far more compelling than the 
expert hired by Deloury, Dyer Carroll, who | believe did not 
take noise measurements of the conditions that existed 
when Deloury's equipment was operating on top of the 
piles, above the highest point of the berm, when it was 
most audible to the plaintiffs." The sound test reports indi- 
cated that we did, in fact, operate on top of the berms dur- 
ing testing. It is puzzling to us how the judge could come to 
this conclusion when expert testimony and reports were 
compared to simple vocal complaints with no valid support 
for them. There is no common or legal sense to it. No 
experts testified in court other than experts hired by 
Deloury. 
The judge stated that, ‘It has been established by over- 
whelming evidence that the Deloury operation is an offen- 
sive one that creates dust and noise which are perceptible 
at a point 300 to 500 feet away from the site, much less at 
the property line. Such a use is not permitted in an 
Industrial A Zone, even by special permit.” We do not 
believe there was scientific or expert evidence that support- 
ed the judge’s conclusions. 
bh The Board of Health visited our facility on November 21, 
1991 and December 5, 1991 and wrote in their Consent 
Agreement with us, “The ipeyoling operation of the Deloury 
Construction Co. at 8 Connector Road, does not constitute 
a “noisome trade” as delineated in M.G.L. Chapter 111, 
Section 143. The observed dust emissions from the facility 
do not constitute a nuisance or condition which may materi- 
ally endanger, impair or be injurious to public health or 
property values.” So again, we are puzzled by the judge's 
comment. The judge also said, “I rule that the plaintiffs 


have established that Deloury, for the last five years, has 
conducted his business negligently and has unnecessarily 
disturbed the rights of the plaintiffs. He has continually 
thumbed his nose at the conditions imposed upon him by 
the board, and has violated many of the terms of the spe- 
cial permit which he has received. Simply put, he has 
shown callous disregard for the rights and sensibilities of 
his neighbors.” The judge went on to say, “Deloury has had 
more than enough time to address the plaintiffs’ complaints 
and to alleviate their concerns. He has not done so, and 
there is absolutely no reason to believe that he ever will. As 
| see it, enough is enough.” The noise reduction improve- 
ments we made to our recycling facility in term of quieter 
equipment, buying and planting trees, and building berms 
was over $500,000. To say that we didn’t address the con- 
cerns, in our opinion, means that all the facts in this case 
were not carefully reviewed by Judge Ford. 

Dust was another complaint made by the plaintiffs. In 
response to this complaint, we hired ATC Environmental 
from Woburn to test the dust at the recycling facility. ATC 
Environmental conducted tests on July 20, 1994. We pur- 
posely tested in the month of July because July is one of 
the driest months during the year and we felt that the test 
would be under the worst conditions. All the events were 
coordinated with our office manager and under the direc- 
tion of a certified industrial hygienist. The results of person- 
al monitoring for nuisance dust indicated levels below the 
Occupational Safety and Health Administration (OSHA) 
Permissible Exposure Limits (PELs) and the American 
Conference of Governmental Hygienists (ACCGIH) 
Threshold Limit Values (TLVs). 

There have been complaints that we may have been conta- 
minating the Shawsheen River from runoff water supposed- 
ly coming from our recycling operation. The water runoff 
tested in July 1991 and June 1993 indicated that the water 
was not contaminated. Simply put, all the environmental 
tests that were done did not support the complaints. 


The Judge Visits Deloury 

On September 19, 1995, Judge Ford visited our recycling 
facility with counsel. He wanted to see first hand the opera- 
tion before hearing testimony in court. With 2-way radios, 
we communicated from the homes on Lowell Jct. Road to 
our recycling facility on Connector Road and witnessed by 
everyone. A series of construction maneuvers such as 
recycling concrete, dumping a large load of concrete, and 
sending the loader to the top of the piles was conducted 
while everyone listened. A person was positioned at the 
entrance of the facility while the maneuvers were taking 
place in order to keep everything above board. The judge 
cited in his decision the following; “On September 19, 
1995, | took a view of the subject property with counsel. | 
find that the conditions which existed on the view were not 
fairly representative of the way in which the Deloury site is 
normally operated. On the day of the view, there were 
fewer pieces of equipment operating than is usually the 
case.” The machines we had running on the day of his visit 
were the same machines we typically run 90% of the time. 
All of this is documented by my office and filed with the 
town of Andover Board of Health and Building Department. 
It is puzzling to us why the judge said, “I disbelieve 
Deloury's testimony that he did not stage the view for my 
benefit.” We have never staged anything. 


The Wedding 

The judge wrote in his decision, “The Building Inspector 
was a guest at Deloury’s daughter’ s wedding, and in fact 
was seated at the head table.” We couldn't believe the 
judge made that kind of statement in his decision, but since 
he felt it was important, we reviewed the seating arrange- 
ments at the wedding and determined that the Building 
Inspector was a guest and he did not sit at the head table. 
He sat at another table along with two of the plaintiffs in 
this case. The judge says he did sit at the head table and 
he said it was a fact. We know this was not a FACT at all, 
just as we know most of the complaints were not facts 
either. ‘The judge went on to say, “I infer from the fact that 
there was some kind of personal relationship between 
Deloury and the Building Inspector, but | am unable to 
make any finding as to the nature and/or extent of that rela- 
tionship. There is no evidence as to when the wedding took 
place, or as to the reasons why the Building Inspector was 
at the head table. For all | know he could have been a 
friend of the groom. | am not prepared to make any finding 
which would impugn the Building Inspector's integrity. 
However, | do find that, for whatever reason, the Building 
Inspector did not zealously enforce the conditions set forth 
in Special Permit #2131 and #2240. In particular. even 
though Deloury continued to operate his equipment at ele- 
vations which were higher than the top of the berm so that 
the berm was not acting as a muffler of the noise and the 
plaintiffs were regularly disturbed, the Building Inspector 
failed to take remedial action.” We are very disturbed that 
Judge Ford made such a statement in a legal decision 
such as this. If he doesn’t have the facts straight about the 


head table and he is not prepared to make any finding 
which would impugn the Building Inspector, why even men- 
tion it? Anyone reading that in the newspaper would come 
to the conclusion that Deloury had influence over the 
Building Inspector and that just wasn't true. We are very 
concerned about the implications that can be derived from 
this statement. 


Complying with Conditions 

Deloury Construction is in all probability the most scruti- 
nized business in the town of Andover. We have been 
before the Board of Health, the Zoning Board of Appeal, 
the Building Inspector's office, the Conservation Committee 
and the Board of Selectman many times and were also 
evaluated by the DEP. We have surprise visits by the build- 
ing inspectors and are required to submit monthly reports 
to the Board of Health and the Building Department 
explaining what goes on here every day, such as equip- 
ment configurations, hours of recycling, who disposes of 
concrete rubble and where it comes from. We es 
send the DEP an annual report indicating the tons of rubble 
received, the tons recycled, the quantity of finished product 
on hand, the quantity of rubble on hand, and where the 
rubble comes from. 

We are allowed by the Town of Andover to recycle 50 cal- 
endar days per year. The DEP, however, requires us to 
recycle the rubble and not to have an accumulation beyond 
DEP parameters. If there is accumulation of rubble beyond 
the parameters, we find ourselves in violation of DEP con- 
ditions and if we recycle over 50 calendar days per year, 
we are in violation of our special permit. That is the second 
reason we went back to the ZBA on November 2, 1995. 
Our recycling hours are allowed during the hours of 8:00 
A.M. to 4:30 P.M. Monday through Friday and 9:00 AM. to 1 
P.M. on Saturday. When we recycle for 2 hours on a given 
day, we don't consider that to be a day, but 2 hours. If we 
are allowed to recycle 8.5 hours per day for 50 days, that's 
425 hours. That's the way we calculate days of operation. 
We went to the ZBA not only to change the way days are 
calculated, but to increase the hours from 425 to 850 hours 
per year. The increase in the hours of operation would 
have allowed us to recycle the tonnage received and keep 
us from being in violation of DEP conditions. When we 
were issued our special permit by the ZBA in 1993, we 
decided to purchase a quieter recycling machine. The only 
drawback to a quieter machine was that we would have to 
sacrifice tons per hour. Instead of recycling an average of 
200 tons per hour with the older machine, the new quieter 
machine recycled 100 tons per hour. 

We did not thumb our nose at the conditions imposed upon 
us, but were trying to address the problems we had with 
the conflicting conditions set forth by the Town of Andover 
and the DEP. 


In Summary 
We want to thank the Andover Board of Health, the 


‘ Building Department, the Zoning Board of Appeals, the 


Conservation Commission, and the Board of Selectman for 
taking the time over the years to hear both sides of this 
case and for being fair about it. We recently were denied to 
make a change to our permit by the ZBA, but we felt that 
they were thoughtful and fair with their decision especially 
when the matter was before the Superior Court. We can 
not, however, understand why a Superior Court Judge, who 
is obviously well educated in law, can make a decision of 
this magnitude without looking at the scientific evidence 
and facts presented to him by our attorney. Additionally, it is 
surprising for a Superior Court judge to reference things 
like 1) the Building Inspector attending a Deloury wedding 
and the resultant implications thereof and 2) to say that Mr. 
Deloury continuously thumbed his nose at the conditions 
imposed upon him by the Board, and 3) to say that Mr. 
Deloury has shown a callous disregard for the rights and 
sensibilities of his neighbors, and 4) that the Board acted 
arbitrarily and capriciously just because the judge didn't 
agree with the Board's view of paragraph 26 of the Table of 
Use Regulations of the Andover Zoning By-Laws. A state- 
ment of disagreement with the Board regarding the applic- 
able Zoning By-Law would have been ample enough for all 
of us. We think Judge Ford's comments about Mr. Sam 
DeSalvo, Mr. Dyer Carroll, and the ZBA and other town 
boards were uncalled for. The decision itself was not as 
upsetting as the tone in which the decision was given, and 
the criteria he used to make it. 

We have been in business for 35 years in the town of 
Andover and have worked hard to provide services, main- 
tain a good reputation, and be good neighbors. Many peo- 
ple in Andover and surrounding communities have called 
our office supporting an effort to get our side of the story to 
you, the residents of Andover. They felt the judge said 
things that never deserved being said and we agree.

There has always been some- 
thing special about former 
4ndover High All-American foot- 
ball lineman Joe Marinaro. 

His Golden Warrior coaches, 
including defensive coordinator 
Joe larrobino and head coach 
Dick Collins, remember clearly 
what set the hulking two-way 
tackle apart from 99.9 percent of 
all other high school players. 

“There are plenty of big kids 
around,” said coach Iarrobino. 
“But everyone that watched Joe 
play at Andover, from teammates 
and opposing players to college 
coaches and recruiters, were 
impressed by his determination to 
excel.” 

“Joe has size, quickness, great 
athletic ability and a genuine love 
of football,” said coach Collins. 
“You don’t often see all those char- 
acteristics meshed together in a 
player with Joe’s talents.” 

Last week Marinaro became 
the first player in University of 
Michigan football history to win 
the 14-year-old Hugh H. Rader Jr. 
Memorial Award twice. The 
award is presented to the Wolver- 
ines’ top lineman (offensive or 
defensive). 

The 6-foot-3, 290-pound senior 
captain, a three-year starter at 
offensive right guard, also won 
the award two years ago aS a 
sophomore. At that time he was 
the first underclassman so hon- 
.ored. 

Michigan concludes its season, 
and Marinaro his collegiate 
@areer, on Thursday, Dec. 28 
against Texas A&M at the Alamo 
Bowl in E] Paso, Texas. 

The Wolverines enter the 
game, which will be televised 
locally on ESPN (Channel 16 in 
Andover) beginning at 8 p.m., 
with a 9-3-0 record and ranked 
14th in the country. 

Joe surprised 

“IT was a little surprised,” said 
Marinaro in a telephone interview 
from Michigan’s Ann Arbor cam- 
pus last weekend. “I thought we 
had a great line this season and 
there were a few guys that could 
have won the award, including 
John Runyon and Rod Paynter. 

“Things have worked out well 
this season, although no one is 
very happy with the three losses 
(to Northwestern, Penn State and 

jwra-state Big-10 archrival Michi- 
gan State). 

“Our goal was to win the Big-10 
and go to the Rose Bowl,” said 
Marinaro. “We didn’t do that. Peo- 
ple around here (there were 
106,000 at the Ohio State game) 
don’t like it when Michigan loses 
‘three games. But every game we 
lost was close and turned on two 
or three pivotal plays. 

“I definitely had more fun this 
year than any other here. (Head) 

coach (Lloyd) Carr helped make it 
that way. It was his first season as 
head coach, but he’s been with the 
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program for 15 years so it wasn't 
like getting to know someone new. 
He’s the type of person we could 
relate to both as a coach and a 
friend.” 

Joe was red-shirted his fresh- 
man year at Michigan, sitting out 
the season while retaining his 
four years of eligibility. He was a 
back-up guard the following year, 
broke into the starting lineup and 
first won the Rader Award in 1993, 


and was limited to eight games ] 


last fall because of surgery to 
repair a serious knee injury. 

“His knee looks like a checker- 
board square,” said coach Iarrobi- 
no. “But it’s just further confirma-

Legendary Penn 
State coach Joe Paterno 
came to Andover and 
sat down at the Mari- 
naros’ kitchen table in 
an attempt to convince 
Joe and his family the 
Nittany Lions’ Univer- 
sity Park campus is 
where he belonged. 


Boston College was 
in the running because 
Mike was there, and 
other schools like Flori- 
da and USC were also 
courting the youngest 
Marinaro. 

He eventually nar- 
rowed the choices to 
Michigan, Colorado and 
Penn State, in that 
order, before finally 
choosing the Wolver- 
ines. 

“Joe knew what he 
wanted from the begin- 
ning,” said coach Iar- 
robino. “He wanted to 
play big-time college 
football at the highest 
level, at a school where 
he could work on his 
size and quickness. A 
school where he’d have 
a shot to get drafted 
after graduation. And 
he wanted a school that 
would combine top- 
flight football with great 
academics,” 

Michigan and Mari- 
naro were a perfect fit. 

“Joe had the benefit 
of brother Mike being 
recruited by the Divi- 
sion 1 schools before 
him,” continued coach 
larrobino. “The Mari- 
naro name was already 
out there. 

“But Joe also paved 
his own way by being 
such a tremendous com- 
petitor. He had great 
feet, which translates 
into quickness, and 
that’s what all the col- 
lege coaches saw in his 
game films. That was 
impressive and helped 
separate Joe from the 
pack. 

“We always stressed 
going until the whistle 
blew on every play, 
both offensively and 
defensively. It was 
amazing to watch him 
on film. When he was 
blocking for a runner, 
Joe would trap the first 
defender and keep going 
ahead of the back to! 
make a second or third 
block down field on the 
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safety. 

“His strength and 
tenacity are hard- 
earned,” explained 
coach larrobino. “He 
worked his butt off in 
the weight room, with 
Tony and Mike right 
beside him. 

“He always looked 
forward to the big chal- 
lenge. Joe couldn't wait 
to play in the Shriners’ 
Game his senior year 
in high school, because 
he knew he'd be up 
against Pete Kendall 
(All-Scholastic now at 
B.C.). 

“In his years at 
Michigan Joe has made 
the necessary sacri- 
fices, staying out there 
in the off-season and 
during the summer to 
train. 

Along with the tal- 
ent, you need that 
drive, commitment and 
work ethic. 

“Both Mike and Joe 
were aggressive as 
high school players. 
Mike always had that 
defensive mentality. It 
was clear he was better 
suited to play on that 
side of the ball in col- 
lege. 

“Joe was always a 
great pass and run 
blocker, and he always 
knew he'd be an offen- 


sive lineman in col- 
lege.” 
Memorable games 
Joe says his two 
most memorable colle- 
giate games _ both 
involve Ohio State. 
“Three years ago | 
couldn’t wait to play 
them because I was 
matched up against 
Dan Wilkinson, who 
was rated the top col- 
lege lineman in the 
country at the time and 
was expected to be the 
No. 1 pick in the NFL 
draft,” said Marinaro, 


“This year’s Ohio 
State game was also 
very gratifying. We 
knocked off the (previ- 
ously-undefeated) No. 2 
team in the nation, 
kept them from going 
to the Rose Bowl] and 
from a possible nation- 
al championship, and 
we blocked well 
enough for our backs to 
run for 320 yards. 

“We weren't sup- 
posed to be able to do 
that against them. 
Everyone played well 
for us,” 

After some time off 
at the end of the regu- 
lar season, Marinaro 
and his Wolverine 
teammates returned to 
the practice field last 


Monday to begin prepa- 
rations for Texas A&M. 

“A typical regular 
season practice day for 
us includes meetings 
from 2:15 to 3:15 in the 
afternoon, and a work- 
out from about 3:30 to 6 
o'clock,” said Mari- 
naro. 

“You always try to 
get in some extra run- 
ning and lifting, too.” 

Joe said one of the 
most amazing things at 
Michigan is the crowd.

“The current available amount 
left in the construction contingency 
will not be sufficient to complete the 
project,” said architects in a memo. 
“Without additional funding sources 
fhe construction contingency short- 
fall must be made up from the discre- 
tionary project funds not yet commit- 
ted, which total approximately $2.1 
million.” 


These discretionary funds come 
from two places. There is nearly 
$1.09 million slated for furniture and 
equipment and about $1 million for 
computers and technology. 


But the building committee “most 
likely” will need to tap into these 
funds — in other words cut from the 
computers and furniture accounts — 
just to reach Town Meeting, said Jim 
,Marsh, building committee chair- 
man. 


If more money is approved at 
Town Meeting the computer and fur- 
niture items that were cut will be 
added back, as might other items 
that have already been pared. 


However, because the High School 
contractor could say it’s entitled to 
money for its preparations when 
items are removed, and later could 
charge a premium to add the items 
back in, taxpayers may not get the 
full value for their investment.

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Take the guesswork out of par 


It's every party-giver’s biggest fear — 
running out of food or drink. But how do 
you estimate how much to serve, especially 
for a large party? 

“All too often our concern with not hav- 
ing enough food or drink results in over- 
buying, which can be a costly mistake,” 
says Marjorie Reed-Gordon, “America’s 
Common Sense Hostess” and consultant. 

She advises anxious hosts to plan a real- 
istic menu and follow basic catering rules, 
keeping in mind that the larger the party, 
the simpler and more organized everything 
needs to be. 

Following are Ms. Reed-Gordon’s time- 
tested guidelines for hosting an Italian buf- 
fet dinner for 25 guests that can be adapted 
to any size gathering: 

+ Plan on 2-1/2 drinks per person. Stock 
eight bottles of white and three bottles of 
red wine, one case of bottled beer, and a 
dozen bottles of mineral water, which is 
more gracious than standard soft drinks. 
Separate the drink serving area from the 
buffet, to control traffic flow. 

Also, make ice cubes ahead of time, 
approximately 1 lb. per person, and store 
them in plastic bags in the freezer or in an 
ice chest. 

+ Allow for six to eight appetizers each. 
Offer an assortment of four cold appetizers, 
figuring six to eight bite-size pieces per 
guest, or 150 to 200 total. Pass three trays of 
appetizers and place the fourth on a cock- 
tail table. 

Easy and elegant make-aheads include: 
raw vegetables with chunky blue cheese 
dip; fresh wedges of seasonal pears, 
wrapped in thinly sliced Prosciutto or sala- 
mi; skewers of chicken teriyaki and scal- 
lions; and egg salad, flavored with rose-

mary and bits of smoked salmon, served on 
Melba Toast rounds. 

- Figure a 6- to 8-ounce entree serving 
per guest, or 150- to 200-ounces total, Rather 
than preparing the main meal from scratch, 
take advantage of the variety of conve- 
nience foods available, such as the new par- 
ty-size frozen entrees. 

Two bake-and-serve trays of 96-ounce 
Lasagna with Meat & Sauce, for example, 
will provide 24 to 82 ample portions and can 
be heated in 60 minutes. 

Complement the Lasagna with a tri-color 
salad of chicory, red leaf and bibb lettuces 
dressed with a classic vinaigrette, and plan 
on 1 cup of loosely packed greens per per- 
son, Round out the meal with three 20-inch 
loaves of toasted bread, topped with a 
spread of olive oil, minced black olives and 
anchovies, and garnished with pimento 
strips. 

To create a dramatic centerpiece for the 
buffet, float two white lilies in a shallow 
glass bowl filled with fresh cranberries and 
a little water. Surround the bow! with 
boughs of evergreens and continue them 
down the table, along with various size can- 
dies for height. 

+ Serve fruit and two other dessert choic- 
es, For a beautiful presentation, set-up a 
sweet table in the living room and include 
fruit, along with two other desserts, to offer 
guests a choice. 

Prepared grapefruit sections, marinated 
overnight in cranberry juice for color and 
served in a large bowl, is festive and low in 
calories. Pair it with a rum-soaked sponge 
cake surrounded with fresh blueberries and 
four to five dozen fancy cookies. Both the 
cake and cookies may be purchased from a 


local bakery.

* space the party beverages — have a 
glass of sparkling water after a glass of wine 
or cup of eggnog. 

When it’s your party and you're prepar- 
ing the food: 

+ offer low-fat hors d'oeuvres such as raw 
veggies and yogurt dip 

* spoon off clear fat before making 
gravies 

+ grate harder cheeses instead of slicing 
them — you'll use less 

+ substitute juice, wine or mineral water 
for part of the oil in salad dressings 

* when making a sauce, add butter last, 
whisking in a tablespoon or less for smooth- 
ness and buttery flavor 

+ make a crustless pumpkin pie. 

“Experiment to see what is acceptable to 
your taste, but don’t sacrifice a family- 
favorite holiday dish,” Ms, Bowersox said. 
“Traditional foods passed on through 
generations — are an important part of the 
holidays. These foods are a gift and restric- 
tion or omission shouldn't be part of gift- 
giving. Practice portion control instead. A 
smaller serving of the real thing can be very 
satisfying.”

1 1/2 cups shredded unpeeled raw 
zucchini (2 small) 

1/2 cup chopped nuts 

3 eggs 

1 cup salad oil 

3 teaspoons vanilla 

Mix and sift together flour, baking soda, 
baking powder, salt and spices, Set aside. 
Coarsely chop cranberries. Sprinkle with 1 
tablespoon of the 2 cups of sugar and let 
stand to bring out flavor, Set aside with zuc- 
chini and nuts. Generously grease 2 9x5x3- 
inch loaf pans and line bottoms with waxed 
paper. Grease the waxed paper. 

In large mixing bowl, lightly beat eggs 
with a spoon. Stir in remaining sugar, salad 
oil and vanilla. Gradually add flour mixture 
and stir just enough to blend. Fold in cran- 
berries, zucchini and nuts. Turn into pre- 
pared pans. Bake in preheated 350° oven 
until done, about 50 to 60 minutes, Cool on 
wire rack 5 minutes before removing from 
pans. If desired garnish with sugar glazed 
cranberries made by dipping cranberries in 
egg white or corn syrup and then rolling in

Prepare dough according to package 
directions. Cover kneaded dough with 
bowl and let rest 5 minutes. Combine 
cherries, orange, sugar, pecans, salt 
and cinnamon in saucepan; bring mix- 
ture to boil, reduce heat and simmer 
about 15 minutes or until thickened. 
Cool cherry mixture. 

Roll dough to 14 x 8 inch rectangle. 
Place on oiled heavy baking sheet. 
Spread filling down center of length of 
dough creating a 3 inch wide strip of 
fruit. Make 2-1/2 inch cuts in dough at 
1-1/2 inch intervals along both sides of 
filling. Take a strip from each side and 
cross them over center of filling; pull 
strips down, tucking ends inside. Con- 
tinue to weave alternate strips from 
opposite sides.
